S.O. 1888.—In exercise of (he powcis conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 and clause (5) of Article 148 of the 
Constitution and after consultation with the Comptroller 
and Auditor General in regard to persons serving in the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Department, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Fundamental Rules, namely 

1. Ill These rules may be called the Fundamental 
(Third Amendment) Rules, 1981,

"Whether the action of the employer of M/s. Bhumreddy 
Quarry, Nagla Bunder, Dr. E. Moses Road, Thana 
in refusing the employment of Shri Narayan Hari 
Sabale is justified ?

3. When the matter was fixed for hearing on 4-6-1981, 
the parties expressed desire to settle the dispute so that the 
workman was prepared to accept a lump sum compensa¬ 
tion and was ready and willing to give up his claim, re¬ 
garding reinstatement and re-employment. 1 entered into 
the discussion of the pros and cons of the matter, I also 
asked the Advocates representing the parties as to the nature 
and amount of payment, As is shown in the application 
for compromise for the retrenchment compensation, gratuily 
and back wages together with notice pay, a sum of Rs, 4000 
has been calculated. I have interrogated the workman, he 
is prepared to accept this as final settlement, giving up the 
claim for reinstatement. In the circumstances of the case. 
I find the settlement reasonable, just and fair. The amount 
is also paid to the workman in my presence. I therefore 
pass the following order ;— 

ORDER 

The matter relating to the employment of workman, 
Narayan Hari Sabale is disposed of on the workmen giving 
up his claim for reinstatement, re-cmploymcnt and con¬ 
tinuity of service and the employer paying him Rs. 4000 
for notice pay, retrenchment compensation, gratuity and 
back wages. This settlement is found to be reasonable, 
just and fair. Rs. 4000 is also paid to the workman In 
my presence.

The bank has agreed to reappoint this workman 
on probation for six months for confirmation after 
successful completion of probation as a new en¬ 
trant, He can take charge w.e.f. 1st of June 1981 
at a bank to be intimated latter, Regarding back 
wages the matter is ended negotiations with the 
parties and SB1 and uniform policy adopted with re¬ 
gard thereto would be governing this workman as 
well. Parties would bear their cosis. Award be 
made accordingly.’ 

3. Ijj view of the above statement of I Ik parties an award 
in terms of the settlement and the statement of the narties 
Is hereby made. The parties would be bound bv their state¬ 
ment. Parties would bear their own costs.
